Despite fifteen years of struggle 
for world revolution by the Comin- 
tern, says a United.Press writer, ‘it 
has-.not succeeded in.establishing a 
, Single» enduring Communist govern- 
‘ment, unles§ some of the provincial 
sovernments of China may a so con- 
sidered, 

Communism In Russia was estab- 
lished before the formation of the 


-“ Comintern.’ Communism in Austria 


enjoyed but a bricf reign. And many 
authorities doubt that the so-called 
Communist provincial governments 
in China even have a speaking ac- 
quaintance. with the economic phi- 
losophy. of Karl Marx. — 
“The Comintern, or international 
* revolutionary movement, was formed 
in March, 1919, Might Communist 
parties, headed by that of Russia, 


had invited all: revolutionary politi- 


' cal groups to meet there to form the 
Comintern, or Third International. 
After breaking through the mill- 
tary blockade which theh encircled 
Russia, 51 delegates from 30 countries 
met at Moscow. Under the leader- 
ship of ‘Lenin they issued ‘a mani. 
festo to the proletariat of the world 
calling on it to-overthrow “bour- 
geois” governments. a 
The second congress met ‘fa the 
‘same city in July, 1920. In the pe- 
riod between the second and third 
congresses there wére some revolu- 
tionary successes abroad. Workers 
in Italy had seized factories, The 
Red army was advancing on War- 
saw. There had been revolutionary 
‘uprisings in Germany. The Comintern 
became more hopeful.. But all these 
uprisings proved abortive. ; 
The third congress, which met in 
Jung, 1921,. included some 605 dele- 
gates from 52 countries. The fourth 
congress, in November, 1922, was the 
last in which Lenin, the father of 
modern -Communism, participated,

Boat That Made History 

The war vessel Monitor, built in 
1861, was designed by Capt. John 
Ericsson, one of the inventors of 
the screw propeller. Its sides were 
protected by armor plate five inches 
thick and its turret by armor eight 
inches thick.
